MISSION  BOARD  DECLINES 
FEDERAL  COUNCIL  TIE-UP 

Thirty-six  new  missionaries  wert 
appointed  by  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  at  its  annual  spring  meeting  in 
Riclimond,  Va.,  March  14,  15.  Three  of 
them  were  Mississippians  and  one 
married  a  Mississippi  girl.  They  are; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  Mayhall,  appoint¬ 
ed  for  Nigeria  and  Mrs.  Marlin  Rus¬ 
sell  Hicks  (Dorothy  Gilbert)  appoint¬ 
ed  to  Chile. 

David  Mayhall  Is  a  native  of  Libw- 
ty.  Miss.,  an  A.  B.  graduate  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  and  expects  to  grad¬ 
uate  with  a  B.  D.  degree  at  the  South¬ 
ern  Seminary  in  May,  He  says  that 
his  experience  as  an  ambulance 
driver  in  Burma  during  World  War  n 
drew  him  close  to  the  work  of  foreign 
missions. 

Mrs.  Mayhall  is  the  former  OlUe 
Mae  Ware,  a  native  of  Simpson 
County,  Mississippi,  and  a  graduate 
of  Mississippi  College.  She  alao 
served  as  church  secretary  of  the 
Clinton  Church  while  a  student  at 
Clinton. 

Mrs.  Marlin  Hicks  le  the  former 
Dopothy  Gilbert,  a  native  of  Merid¬ 
ian  and  an  A.  B.  graduate  of  Blue 
Mountain  College  and  a  M.  A.  grad¬ 
uate  of  Baylor  University.  She  also 
has  had  courses  in  Rellglouk  Educa¬ 
tion  at  Southwestern  Seminary.  For 
two  years  she  was  Eduactional  Sec¬ 
retary  of  Fifteenth  Avenue  Church.

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  POST 

TO  BEGIN  APRIL  15— CLOSES  ALABAMA  WORK  APRIL  9 
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Pledging  his  best  in  the  service  of 
Mississippi  Baptists,  Rev.  Chester 
Quarles,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Sylacauga,  Alabama,  has 
notified  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  of  his  acceptance  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Executive .  Secretary  of  the 
Misstssippl  Baptist  Convention  Board. 

Mr.  Quarles  stated  to  his  church  at 
Sylacauga  In  his  letter  of  resignation 
that  his  task  was  three  times  as  hard 
because  of  the  fact  that  just  last  week 
he  had  been  asked  to  consider  the 
pastorate  of  one  of  the  leading 
churches  of  Florida.  He  further  stat¬ 
ed  that  after  much  prayer,  conference 
and  consideration,  that  he  felt  direct¬ 
ed  of  God  on  last  Friday  night  to 
accept  the  Mississippi  secretaryship. 

His  resignation  becomes  effective  on 
Aprfl  9  and  he  plans  to  come  to  Jack¬ 
aon  and  take  up  his  new  duties  aa 
soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

Mr.  Quarles  will  succeed  Dr.  D.  A. 
“Scotchle"  McCall  who  recently  re¬ 
signed  to  accept  the  pastorate  at  the 
Tabernacle  Church,  (3hicago.

Board,  expressed  his  graUflcaUon  at 
the  coming  of  Mr.  Quarles  and  said 
that  he  looked  for  great  strides  by 
Mississippi  Baptists  under  his  leader¬ 
ship.  When  elected,  Mr.  Quarles  was 
voted  a  unanmious  vote  of  coopera¬ 
tion  by  the  Convention  Board. 

Mr.  Quarles  was  offered  the  position 
on  March  7  and  shortly  thereafter 
came  to  Mississippi  to  confer  with 
members  of  the  executive  committee. 
A  native  of  Wiggins,  Mr.  Quarles  was 
educated  at  Howard  College  in  Birm¬ 
ingham  and  at  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky.  He  has  served  as  assistant 
pastor  of  the  Broadway  Church,  Lou« 
Isvine,  Kentucky,  as  SUte  Training 
Union  Secretary  and  BB.U.  Secretary 
in  Alabama,  and  as  Asaociational 
Training  Union  worker  on  the  staff  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville. 

Before  going  to  the  Alabama  pas¬ 
torate  two  and  one-half  years  ago, 
he  was  pastor  of  the  Leland  Church, 
He  is  now  a  member  of  the  executive 
committee  (rf  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  president  of  the  Ala¬ 
bama  State  Mission  Board. 

Thus  he  is  rich  in  background  of 
administrative  work  in  the  denomina¬ 
tion  and  with  years  of  pastoral  ex¬ 
perience,  he  is  ideaUy  fitted  as  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Quarles  Is  the  former  Virginia 
Cooper,  daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W. 
R.  Cooper,  Jackson.  They  have  three 
children. 

In  his  letter  to  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  Mr.  Quarles  said: 

“.  .  .  I  have  been  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  keenly  conscious  of  the  tremen¬ 
dous  responsibilities  that  rest  upon 
the  shoulders  of  the  one  who  holds 
this  challenging  position.  I  have  been 
most  reluctant  to  accept.  .  .  . 

*T  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  and 
I  trust  by  divine  direction,  that  I 
must  cast  my  lot  with  the  Mississippi 
Baptists,  in  the  proffered  positkm.  I 
hereby  accept  your  call. .  . . 

*'If  this  work  is  done  acceptably  I 
shaU  need  wisdom  from  Qod  and  co¬ 
operation  from  the  brethren.  Please 
pray  that  I  might  find  in  this  new 
situation  the  happy  and  spiritually 
profitable  life."

RELIEF  CENTER  HANDLED  MORE 
THAN  FIVE  MILLION  POUNDS 
The  Southern  Baptist  Relief  Center, 
New  Orleans,  shipped  overseas  more 
than  5,000,000  pounds  of  relief  goods 
valued  in  excess  of  $4,250,000  during 
Us  three  years  of  operation.  Final 
reports  issued  by  Rev.  Clovis  A. 
Brantley  and  Mr.  Charles  R.  Gage  re¬ 
veal  that  this  tremendous  amount  of 
material  was  processed  at  a  cost  of 
$  cents  per  pound  (not  including 
freight). 

Diminishing  receipts  for  relief 
compelled  the  Relief  Cknnmittee  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  close  the 
New  Orleans  On^r  on  February  28, 
1950.  Ah  earlier  closing  date  had  been 
announced  to  our  constituency  gm- 
eMdly,  but  the  flow  of  goods  and  the 
urgency  of  the  present  situation  led 
the  committee  to  continue  operations 
two  months  longer. 

The  Relief  Center  came  Into  exist¬ 
ence  October,  1946,  in  the  four-car 
garage  of  the  Baptist  Rescue  Mission 
at  740  Esplanade  Avenue.  Rev.  Clovis 
A.  Brantley,  superintendent  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board’s  Rescue  Mission, 
became  acting  director.  He  soon  was 
given  the  permanent  directorship. 

As  the  relief  program  gsdned  In 
momentum,  the  director  .enlisted  the 


■®rTloes  of  capable  co-workers  who 
share  with  him  much  of  the  credit  for 
the  success  of  the  undertaking.  These 
Included  Mr.  Charles  R.  Gage,  "direc¬ 
tor  of  PromoUon;  Mr.  Wallace  Goetz- 
man,  warehouse  manager;  Rev.  Eu¬ 
gene  Howard  and  Rev.  H.  A.  Hunder- 
up.  Jr.,  field  workers;  and  several  <rf- 
secretaries.  When  relief  activities' 
were  at  their  height,  more  than  sev¬ 
enty  people  were  employed  at  the 
C*nter.  Mr.  Charles  R.  Gage  became 
Director,  January  1,  1950,  upon  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Bramtley. 

All  goods  received  from  Baptists 
were  shipped  to  Baptist  approved  con¬ 
signees  who  made  actual  distribution 
of  the  materials.  Thousands  of  letters 
were  received  by  the  ReHef  Onter  and 
by  donors  of  relief  goods,  attesting 
the  fact  that  the  goods  were  grate¬ 
fully  received  overseas. 

Germany  received  the  Urgest 
amount  of  relief  goods  from  the  New 
Orleans  Center.  China  csune  next. 
Other  nations  receiving  more  than 
10,0(X)  pounds  were  Austria,  Burma, 
Denmark,  England,  Finland,  Hungary, 
lUly,  Japan,  Malaya.  Pakistan,  Pales¬ 
tine,  Philippine  Islands,  Poland, 
Mam,  and  Yugoslavia.  Shipments  of 
under  five  hundred  pounds  esMh  went 
to  Norway  and  Paraguay.

The  time  has  come  for  the  evan¬ 
gelistic  crusade  among  churches  of 
our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  west 
of  the  Mississippi.  There  are  8441  of 
these  autonomous  bodies  of  baptized 
believers.  The  purpose  of  this  cru¬ 
sade  is  a  revival  of  God’s  people  in 
matters  of  spiritual  religion,  with  all 
that  Includes  of  winning  the  unsaved 
to  faith  in  Christ,  to  submission  to 
the  ordinance  of  baptism,  to  mem- 
bersiiip  in  the  churches,  and  to  Chris¬ 
tian  service. 

And  revival  is  what  we  must  have 
— if  our  groat  denomination  is  to  live 
up  to  tiic  fullness  of  its  possibilities  for 
Christ  and  our  land  saved  from  dis¬ 
aster.  It  is  common  knowledge  to 
every  Baptist  and  to  all  true  Chris¬ 
tians  everywhere  that  the  hope  of 
our  present  civilization  is  a  world¬ 
wide  spiritual  awakening.  The  only 
thing  that  will  dethrone  Satan  and 
enthrone  Christ  In  our  land  is  a  re¬ 
vival  which  is  nothing  more  and 
nothing  less  than  an  expression  of 
super-natural  power — a  movement 
not  humanly  evolved  or  humanly 
schemed  for,  though  it  must  have 
dedicated  and  God-used  human  in¬ 
struments. 

We  know  that  today  each  evange¬ 
lical  group  in  America  and  the  world 
is  now  planning  in  its  own  way  to 
make  its  contribution  to  a  spiritual 
awakcnl.ng,  ’using  methods  adaptable 
to  their  belief  and  practice.  Southern 
Baptists  in  general  agree  on  combin¬ 
ing  mass  and  personal  evangelism  as 
our  method.  We  want  these  revivals 
in  our  churches  to  be  acccMnpanled  by 
real  Gospel  preaching  in  which  sin 
Is  denounced,  a  crucified  Redeemer 
and  the  fact  of  salvation  by  faith  in 
Him  proclaimed. 

The  success  of  our  evangelistic  cru¬ 
sades  will  depend  largely  upon  two 
things:  first,  all  pastors  must  lead 
their  churches  and  challenge  their 
people  to  give  their  leadership  loyal 
fellowship.  Second,  there  must  be 
thorough  preparation  on  the  part  of 
the  church. 

I  implore  every  Baptist,  east  and 
west,  north  and  south,  young  and 
old,  to  pray  without  ceasing  to  Al¬ 
mighty  God  for  divine  guidance,  for 
spiritual  power  to  be  our  possession, 
tmd  for  conviction  to  come  upon  the 
unsaved  and  all  shall  repent  and 
turn  to  God  before  it  is  too  late. 

As,  in  the  long  ago,  the  children  of 
Israel  “went  up  against  the  city  knit 
together  as  one  man”  (Judges  20:11) 
^ — as,  on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  they 
"were  “all  with  one  accord  in  one 
place”  (Acts  2:1),  so  let  us  go  forth  to 
be  and  to  do  all  that  is  well-pleasing 
unto  God.  God  forbid  that  we  should 
be  as  trifling  as  was  Ephraim  c<m- 
eeming  whom  it  is  written:  “Eph¬ 
raim  being  armed  and  carrying  bows 
turned  back  in  the  day  oC  battle” 
(Psalms  78:9).

Special  Committee  Recommeneds  That 
Southern  Baptists  Produce  Movies 


Baptists  Oppose 
Federal  Aid  To 
Church  Hospitals  , 

WASHINGTON.  D.  C.—(RN8)— Op¬ 
position  to  all  federal  aid  to  hospitals 
owned  by  religious  groups  was  regis¬ 
tered  by  the  Joint  Conference  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Relations  of  the 
Baptists  of  the  United  States  At  its 
semi-annual  session  here. 

The  Committee  represents  the 
Northern,  Southern,  National  and 
National  Baptist,  Inc.,  Conventions. 

A  resolution  said  state  or  Federal 
aid  to  sectarian  hospitals,  whether  it 
be  ”a  grant  or  gift,  or  allocation  of 
tax  funds,”  as  contemplated  or  per¬ 
mitted  under  the  Hill-Burton  Act,  “is 
In  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
First  Amendment  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion." 

“The  decisions  ot  the  U.  S.  Su¬ 
preme  Court  in  the  Everson  and  Mc¬ 
Collum  cases,”  the  resolution  added, 
“state  that  ’no  tax  In  any  amount 
large  or  small  can  be  levied  to  sup¬ 
port  smy  religious  activities  or  insti¬ 
tutions  whatever  they  may  be  called, 
or  whatever  form  they  may  adopt,  to 
teach  or  practice  religion.’ 

“The  denominationally-owned  hos¬ 
pitals  axe  operated  for  the  double 
purpose  of  ministering  to  the  sick  SAd 
forwarding  the  purposes  and  pro¬ 
grams  of  the  denominations.  They  are 
generally  recognised  as  very  effective 
agenclee  for  commending  the  Chris¬ 
tian  faith  as  interpreted  by  the  sup¬ 
porting  churches.” 

Commenting  on  the  reeohiUon,  Dr. 
J.  M.  Dawaon,  the  coounlttee’s  exeeu- 
ttve  secretary,  streeeed  its  Impor¬ 
tance  In  view  ot  "the  acute  eontro- 
veray  whlc^  has  arisso  hi  ths  South 
where  there  have  been  some  varia- 
ttoas  among  Baptist  growpe  over 
eommooly  accepted  Baptist  poMeles.'* 


DALLAS,  Tex.— (BP)— The  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Conventloq  should  set  up 
its  own  studios  to  produce  religious 
movies,  a  committee  of  Southwide 
Baptist  leaders  recommended  here. 

’Hie  suggestion  was  offered  in  a  re¬ 
port  of  a  special  committee  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  S.B.C.  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  to  study  means  to  get  better 
sound  and  silent  motion  pictures  and 
film  strips  for  showing  In  churches 
smd  institutions.  The  report  asked 
“that  Southern  Baptists  should  ap¬ 
proach  seriously  and  with  great  vision 
the  matter  of  audio  vlsusd  education.” 

’The  report  will  go  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  then  will  be  presented 
to  the  Convention  in  Chicago  in  May. 
If  the  committee’s  suggestions  are 
carried  out.  Southern  Baptists  will 
produce  sound  and  silent  movies  imd 
film  stripe  of  an  educational-religious 
nature  to  be  sold  or  rented  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  was  sug¬ 
gested  as  the  agency  to  handle  the 
audio  visual  aid  business. 

The  committee’s  report  said:  "W# 
recommend  that  the  state  boards  and 
Institutions,  and  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  boards,  institutions, 
and  agenclee  which  may  choose  to 
use  the  Sunday  School  Board  In  pro¬ 
ducing  their  audio  visual  aids  bear 
the  expenM  of  their  own  productions; 
and  that  the  expenm  for  providing 
adequate  equipment  for  this  ministry 
be  referred  to  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Executive  Committee,  In  eonfer- 
enee  with  the  state  secretaries.”  Tbs 
cost  would  be  borne  by  the  agencies 
or  conventions  using  the  Sunday 
School  Board  faclUtiee.
